And 
that is the course of study that you 
men are paying 3£ million dollars a 
year for." 


It is reported to me that this state- 


ment was made to a large audience of 
farmers. 


In order that the truth may be 


known to the farmers represented by 
the Society of Equity, I present tho 
following facts in regard to the mat 
tcr discussed: 


There in not a particle of founda- 


tion for » single one of the state- 
ments contained in Mr. McGowan's fd- 
dress quoted above. 
The 
Carnegie 


Foundation has not and never has had 
anything whatever to do with the en- 
trance requirements to the university. 
The amount of work required for en- 
trance is the same now as it was be- 
fore the Carnegie Foundation existed. 
The- main change which has been made 
since that time has been the accept- 
ance of vocational work in agriculture, 
home economics and manual' arts for 
entrance to the university. 


The courses of study within the 


university' have never been modified 
in any way because of the existence 
of the Carnegie Foundation; nor have 
the terms of graduation been so mod- 
ified. 
Not only so, but there never 


has come a suggestion from the Car- 
negie Foundation to any offtcial-of tho 
university concerning the course of 
study or the conditions of .-gradua- 
tion. 


Of tho man mentioned, Pat Cleary. 


I have never heard, and do not know

Broadway, or whether such a man has 
any relation whatever to the Rocke- 
feller or 
Carnegie

The only relation ^vhatcvor that the 


University of Wisconsin has to the 
Carnegie 
Foundation

professors have reached an age such 
that they retire, from active service, 
they receive a-pension from this Foun- 
dation.

boygan, Vilas, Washbnrn, Waukesha, 
Milwaukee, 
W^shinrton, 
Columbia, 


Wau&hara »nd Jefferson counties. Dur- 
ing 'tli« latUr half of 1216 and the first 
half of 1917 thirty cases of rabies were 
diagnosed in the state laboratory of 
hygiene. 
Since 1916 rablca has been 


on th« increase until in the last six 
months of 1917 forty cases were diag- 
nosed, more than were diagnosed in the 
previous twelve months. 
Many otfter 


cases occurred which were not diag- 
nosed because the animal was killed 
and the ti«od wai not sent to the lab- 
oratory for diagnosis.

necessities of life discontent will ap- 
pear among the masses and trouble fol- 
low. 


"Russia is a .country equal in si;a

"They are democratic people. This

40,000,000 serfs who were in practical 
slavery. 
Abraham Lincoln liberated 


only 4,000,000 slaves. The people are 
illiterate.
